This, machinery consist in 
part of'tiirning lathe,': band nav machine 
with saws so fine that J)^ pdittdl^nfis too del- 
icate or too intricafb for them to Vork up- 
on. The moulding, mitreing and carving 
machine is 11 perfect marvel in its opera- 
tions. As its name implies its capabili- 
ties are almost infinite; as nearly every 
separate piece of work is moulded into 
form upon it. Carving that formerly re- 
quired so much tinio and patience to nc- 
cnmplish is done on this machine with 
mathematical precision and in every variety 
of form. Then there aro boring, planing 
and sand paporing machines, rip saws, 
Ac. .'Ml tlii.s inachiuory is kept constant- 
ly busy at all sorts uf work, thus accom- 
plishing more in a given time than scores of 
men could do by tho old fashioned plan of 
hand labor. In tho finishing room up- 
holsterers are busy with their department 
of the business. Gluing, varnishing, Ac. , 
aro carried on in another room by means 
of hot water and steam no fire- being al- 
lowed on account of tho inflammatory na- 
ture of the materials used. 

The manufacturo of parlor organ cases 
has been couimonced, and will be con- 
tinued as the demand niaj" require. 

Notwithstanding tho amount of work 
turned out this establi.<ihment ia capable 
of doing a great deal more when the busi- 
ness of tho province will warrant it. At 
tho present about 12 skilled artizans are 
engaged; but tlireo times tliat 'nuinbor 
might, and probably will erelong, be em- 
ployed. The macliinnry imported forthis 
factory is of tho newest and most approv- 
ed style; and cost the enterprising pro- 
prietor more than ^,000.

On Wednesday nioning a party started 
froni'tiifl^eMiil^ }^ra^t:the. early 
of 3 o'cloclvT* After travblfirig about two 
miloa over the jagged rocks, often having 
to jump from one to another, on account 
of the tide coming in, thoy found thom- 
aolres compelled to climb the rocky bluff. 
Some idea of this arduous task maj* be 
formed when -it ,ia;J^n_o)vn.,.th_at^^,ii(,■,topk 
them two hours' to BCtambla to the top. 
Thoy then travelled nearly four miles 
along the blufl" before they reached a 
chasm which' offered any facility for a do- 
scent to the beach; and to accomplish tliia 
difficult task thoy wore under tho noces- 
aity, in places, of lowering thomselvea 
down by tho use of. the ropea and ahovels 
which thoy took with'thom. In this man- 
ner thoy finally succeoded in reaching the 
rocky shore about a quarter of amiloaouth 
of tlio inlot whero the bodies lay. On 
reaching the spot thoy found but ton of 
tho bodies romainirg, two having been 
waahcd out bythea\vell,onoofwhichwa8 in 
plain sight, tos.sod about by tho waves but 
not near enough to be reached by them. 
Tho corpses wore not rigid, tho limbs be- 
ing perfectly fioxiblo. Thoy had, thoro- 
foro, no difticulty in laying them out and 
obtaining accurate nicosuromont and de- 
scription of each. This dune tho five bodies 
found together were convoyed to a gmvel- 
ly spot under a .slide of the rocky bluff, 
above high water mark where no drift 
had ever been deposited, a trench waa dug 
about four foot deep and with thoir hands 
decently composed aeruas thoir breasts 
thoy wore laid to rest. Before filling tho 
grave 'with eartll * strips' of canvas were 
cut froin the siiils'fbVria oh the beach and 
laid over the bodies after which tho gra- 
vel waa replscud and largo rocks placed 
nn top. ^^'llero tho other bodies lay was 
nearly a quarter of a uiilo further north 
where there was no gravel and no chance 
to dig a grave, __Thoso wore therefore cov- 
ered w-ith'cani'M'hn'd''ednvej*ed''io a spot 
above high watei" miirk and then carefully 
and completely covered with rocks. This 
was all that could bo done, and for doing 
so much under ao many difficulties, with- 
out hopq of reward or recompense aavo 
that which comes from a conaoiouanesa of 
hai'ing. obeyed. the dictatoa of bravo hearts 
and discharged .a , duty they owed to our 
common humanity. 

It w-as 4 p, m. boforo tho mournful task 
WHS conq)loted and the party ready to re- 
turn. It being then low water they do- 
tormined to attempt tho journey by tho 
beach, which they wore enabled to do on- 
ly by watching their chances between the 
heavy awells which ojten intoroopted their 
path. Thoy arrivdcl'-'' at S'basido about 8 
o'clock p. lu.' after anabsoncoof 17 hom-a.
